FATHER OF TWO 
Palo Altan Jailed As 


Officials Probe 
Shooting 


SAN JOSE (PN. J. Harrod, 65, 
Palo Alto merchant, was in jail here 
today to face possible murder charges 
following a shooting in which his wife, 
Mrs, Ruth Harrod, 37, was seriously 
wounded, and John Wyckoff, 40, was 
slain. 


Harrod, according to police, confess- 
ed he killed Wyckoff and wounded his 
wife after he assertedly found them to- 
gether on Maneula Road, near Los Al- 
tos. 


“I warned him a dozen times to keep 
away from my wife,” police quoted Har- 
rod as saying, “I told him I would kill 
him unless he left here alone.” 

Police said the shooting took place 
three days ago and that after mor- 
tally wounding Wyckoff, Harrod left 
him dying on the cabin floor, picked 
up his wounded wife and took her to 
their home in Los Altos. 


Wyckoff’s body was not found until 
late yesterday when a brother, R. 
Wyckoff, alarmed because his brother 
had been missing two days, went to 
the cabin to see if he could find him. 


In the cabin police found a woman’s 
slipper, and from a cleaner’s mark, 
traced the slipper to Mrs. Harrod. 


The slain man was prominent ig

of his death he was a laundry route 
driver. He is survived by his wife and 
two children.

WASHINGTON (lP—Assistant Sec- 
retary of Commerce J. Monroe John- | 
son today announced that plans for a | 
thorough reorganization of the Bureau 
of Air. Commerce have been completed. 

The reorganization was in line with | 
demands for increased efficiency in | 
the department as a result of numer- | 
ous recent air crashes. 

The plans call for establishment of 
seven divisions within the bureau: air- } 
Ways engineering, airways operation, 
safety and planning, administrative, | 
information and statistics, certificate | 
and inspection and regulations and! 
enforcement. ' 

The engineering § section will be : 
headed by Charles I. Stanton, for many | 
years chief engineer in the air naviga- ! 
tion division. The operation division, | 
which will be in charge of Earl F. 
Ward, will deal with all operations on | 
the federal airways network, including 
traffic control and radio communica- , 
tion. | 

The safety and planning section will 
carry on all development and promo- 
tional work including studies of air 
line activities, aircraft, power plants 
and instruments. No executive for 


this division has been named. 

The administrative division will be 
headed by John S. Collins; informa- 
tion and_ statistics by Frederick R. 
Neely; airline inspection by Bryan M. 
Jacobs; general inspection by Richard 
S. Boutelle, and regulations and en- 
forcement by Denis Mulligan of the 
commerce department’s solicitors staff. 

The certificate and inspection divis- 
ion will handle issuance of certificates 
and inspection services. No chief has 
been named.
